SKETCHES   OF  THE    CHIEF    MAGISTRATES   OF 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

[Continued  from  the  last  Register, 

MESHECH   WEARE. 

Of  a  character  so  beloved  and  esteemed,  and  who  rendered 
such  important  services  to  New-Hampshire,  something-  more 
than  a  mere  note  should  be  given  ;  but  the  want  of  proper  ma- 
terials, will  permit  only  the  following  notice  to  be  prepared  at 
this  time. 

The  family  of  WEARES  was  an  early  one  in  New- 
England,  although  not  among  the  earliest.  Peter 
Weare,  probably  the  first  ancestor  who  came  to  this 
country  from  England,  died  12  October,  1653,  at  Newbu- 
ry in  Massachusetts,  in  which  place  resided  several  years 
his  son  Nathaniel  W'eare,  who  had  several  children  born 
there,  and  among  them,  Peter,  who  was  born  in  1660,  and 
was  one  of  the  counsellors  of  New-Hampshire  a  number  of 
years.  Nathaniel,  the  father,  was  admitted  freeman  by 
the  Massachusetts  colony  in  1666,  and  about  that  time,  re- 
moved to  Hampton,  where  he  was  an  active  and  useful 
public  character  ;  was  sent  to  England  as  an  agent  for  the 
B2 
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province  in  the  time  of  Cranfield,  and  was  afterwards  a 
member  of  the  council  of  New-Hampshire  from  1692,  till 
about  the  time  of  his  death,  23  May,  1718,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  87  years.  Nathaniel  Weare,  the  father  of  the 
president  was  probably  his  grandson,  and  the  son  of  Peter 
above  named.  From  his  will,  made  in  1738,  it  appears 
that  he  then  had  four  sons  and  eight  daughters.  Meshech 
Weare,  was  the  youngest  of  the  sons  and  was  born  at 
Hampton,  probably  in  that  part  which  has  since  become 
Hampton-Falls,  in  the  year  1714.  He  graduated  at  Har- 
vard college,  then  under  president  Wadsworth,  ki  the  year 
1735,  and  devoted  some  time  to  theological  studies,  wrhich 
he  relinquished  for  the  calls  of  civil  and  political  life.  He 
was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
1752  ;  and  in  1754,  was  appointed  a  Commissioner  to  the 
Congress  at  Albany,  and  was  afterwards  one  of  the  Justi- 
ces of  the  Superior  Court  of  New-Hampshire.  In  1770, 
he  was  chosen  President  of  the  State  under  the  new  con- 
stitution, adopted  that  year  to  continue  during  the  war,  and 
was  annually  elected  to  the  same  office  during  the  contest 
with  Great  Britain.  He  was  also  appointed  to  the  office 
of  Chief  Justice  in  1777,  which  he  held  at  the  same  time 
he  sustained  the  office  of  chief  magistrate.  In  1784,  he 
was  elected  the  first  President  under  the  constitution  which 
was  adopted  in  1783,  and  which  went  into  operation  the 
following  June;  but  on  account  of  his  declining  health,  he 
resigned  his  office  before  the  expiration  of  the  political 
year.  He  enjoyed  not  only  civil  honors,  but  was  compli- 
mented with  those  of  a  literary  kind.  In  1782,  he  wras 
elected  a  fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  which  two  years  before  had  gone  into  operation 
in  Massachusetts,  under  very  favorable  auspices.  His  elec- 
tion was  announced  to  him  by  the  corresponding  secreta- 
ry, Rev.  Joseph   Willard,   the  president  of  Harvard  CoU 

leSe-  .  .  .  . ' 

Being  worn  out  with  public  service  and  the  iufirmilies  of 

age,  President  Weare  departed  this  life  at  his  residence  at 
Hampton-Fails,  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  January,  1786,  hav- 
ing entered  on  the  73d  year  of  his  age. 

In  speaking  of  his  character,  Dr.  ^Belknap,  who  person- 
ally knew  him,  says,  tc  he   was  not  a  person  of  an  orignal

inventive  genius,  but  had  a  clear  discernment,  extensive 
knowledge,,  accurate  judgment,  calm  temper,  a  modest  de- 
portment, an  upright  and  benevolent  heart,  and  a  habit  of 
prudence  and  diligence  in  discharging  the  various  duties  of 
public  and  private  life.  He  did  not  enrich  himself  by  his 
public  employment,  but  was  one  of  those  good  men,  i  who 
dare  to  love  their  country  and  be  poor.'  *-'* 

President  Weare  left  one  son,  who  was  educated  at  Har- 
vard college,  and  graduated  in  1778,  and  who  was  Assist- 
ant Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  New-Hamp- 
shire 26  years  from  the  year  1796.  He  died  at  Deerfield 
In  October,  1826,  aged  69  years. 


JOHN   SULLIVAN. 

John  Sullivan,  son,  it  is  presumed,  of  Humphrey 
Sullivan,  who  was  an  inhabitant  of  Dover  in  1727,  was 
born  in  1740  or  1741.  His  father  was  a  man  of  liberal 
education,  and  came  to  this  country  about  the  year  1723, 
and  died  in  July,  1795,  in  the  106th  year  of  his  age.  The 
son  was  educated  a  lawyer,  and  was  sometime  in  practice 
in  New-Hampshire  before  the  revolutionary  war  commenc- 
ed. On  that  event,  he  was  appointed  by  congress  a  briga- 
dier-general in  1775,  and  in  the  following  year,  it  is  be- 
lieved, a  major-general.  He  superseded  Arnold  in  the 
command  of  the  army  in  Canada,  4  June,  1776,  but  was 
soon  driven  out  of  that  province.  He  afterwards  on  the 
illness  of  general  Greene,  took  the  command  of  his  division 
on  Long  Island.  In  the  battle  of  the  27th  August,  that 
year,  he  was  taken  prisoner  with  lord  Snarling.  In  a  few 
months  however,  he  was  exchanged,  for  when  general 
Lee  was  carried  off,  he  took  the  command  of  his  division 
"m  New  Jersey,  on  the  27  of  December.  On  the  22d  of 
August,  1777,  he  planned  and  executed  an  expedition 
against  Staten  Island,  for  which  on  an  inquiry  into  his  con- 
duct, he  received  the  approbation  of  the  court.  In  Septem- 
ber, he  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Brandy  wine,  and  on  the 
4th  October,  in  that  of  Germantown.     In  the   winter,  he

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was  Cached  to  command  the  troops  in  Rhode-Islai.d.  In 
August,  1778,  he  laid  siege  to  Newport,  then  in  the  hands 
of  the  British,  with  the  fullest  confidence  of  success  ;  but 
being  abandoned  by  the  French  fleet  under  D'Estaing,  who 
sailed  to  Boston,  he  was  obliged  to  his  unutterable  chagrin 
to  raise  the  siege.  On  the  29th  an  action  took  place  with 
the  pursuing  enemy,  who  were  repulsed.  On  the  30th , 
with  great  military  skill,  he  passed  over  the  continent,  with- 
out the  loss  of  a  single  article,  and  without  the  slightest  sus- 
picion on  the  part  t>f  the  British  of  his  movements.  In  the 
summer  of  1779,  he  commanded  the  expedition  against  the 
Six  nations  of  Indians  m  the  State  of  New-York.  Being 
joined  by  general  Clinton  on  the  22d  of  August,  he  march- 
ed towards  the  enemy  under  the  command  of  Brandt,  the 
Butlers  and  others  at  Newtown,  between  the  South  end  of 
Seneka  lake,  and  Tioga  river,  attacked  them  in  their  works., 
and  completely  dispersed  them.  He  then  laid  waste  the 
country,  destroyed  all  their  villages,  and  left  not  a  single 
vestige  of  human  industry.  This  severity  was  necessary  to 
prevent  their  ravages.  General  Sullivan  had  made  such 
high  demands  for  military  stores,  and  had  so  freety  com- 
plained of  the  government  for  inattention  to  those  demands^ 
as  to  give  offence  to  some  members  of  congress  and  to  the 
board  of  war.  He  in  consequence  resigned  his  command 
oh  the  9ih  of  November.  He  was  afterwards  elected  a 
member  of  Congress.  In  the  years  1786,  1787  and  1789, 
he  was  President  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire.  In  his 
administration  happened  the  insurrection  which  threatened 
the  tranquillity  of  the  state,  and  which  was  promptly  sup- 
pressed by  his  coolness  and  firmness.  In  October,  1789, 
he  was  appointed  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  New-Hampshire  District,  and  remained  in 
that  office  until  his  death  at  his  seat  in  Durham,  on  the  23*1 
January,  1795,  at  the  age  of  54  years.  [See  Allen's 
Biog.  Diet.  532,  533,  and  the  authorities  there  cited.] 

General  Sullivan  had  a  number  of  sons,  of  whom  the 
Hon.  George  Sullivan,  of  Exeter,  is  the  present  Attorney 
General  of  New-Hampshire.  He  had  one  brother  much 
distinguished  in  Massachusetts,  JAMES,  who  was  Attorney 
General  of  that  state  and  Governor  from  1807  to  his  death, 
10th  December,  1808.

The  associations  are  the  Dublin,  con- 
taining 16  churches  ;  the  Meredith,  15  churches  ;  the  Salisbury, 
15  churches;  the  Milford,  8  churches;  the  Portsmouth,  6 
churches,  and  the  Newport,  8  churches,  containing  in  the  whole

JUDICIARY  OF   THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  is  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  such  inferior  Courts  as  Congress,  from 
time  to  time,  may  establish.  The  present  Judicial  establish- 
ment of  the  United  States,  consists  of  a  Supreme  Courts 
of  twenty-eight  District  Courts,  and  seven  Circuit  Courts, 
which  are  thus  organized  .  the  Supreme  Court  is  composed 
of  one  Chief  Justice  and  six  Associate  Justices,  who  hold  a 
Court  in  the  City  of  Washington  annually  ;  besides  whichs 
each  of  these  Justices  attends  in  a  certain  Court,  compris« 
ing  two  or  more  districts,  appropriated  to  each,  and,  to- 
gether with  the  Judge  of  the  District,  compose  a  circuit 
Court,  which  is  holden  in  each  District  of  the  Circuit.  The 
District  Courts  are  held,  respectively,  by  the  Judge  alone. 
Appeals  are  allowed  from  the  District  to  the  Circuit  Courts, 
and  from  the  Circuit  to  the  Supreme  Court  ;  and  in  some 
cases,  where  the  inconvenience  of  attending  the  Court  by 
a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  very  great,  the  District 
Courts  are  invested  with  Circuit  Court  powers-

It  contained  the  prediction  of  eclipses  and  other 
celestial  phases*  calculations  of  the  motions  of  the  plan- 
ets, &G.

GOVERNMENT  OF  NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

New-Hampshire  was  settled  in  1623,  by  Edward  and  William 
Hilton  from  London,  and  David  Thompson  from  Scotland.— 
During  the  first  18  years  after  the  settlement,  the  people  in 
the  several  plantations  were  governed  by  Agents  appointed 
by  the  Proprietors,  or  Governors  chosen  by  themselves.  Af- 
ter the  union  with  Massachusetts,  the  government  was  Col- 
onial until  1680,  when  New-Hampshire  became  a  Province 
of  England,  and  so  continued,  excepting  an  interregnum  in 
1689,  1690,  1691  and  1692,  until  the  British  government 
was  dissolved  by  the  Revolution  in  1775. 

The  several  Chief  Magistrates  of  New-Hampshire  and  Massa- 
chusetti  while  united  and  while  separate,  while  a  Colony, 
distinct  Provinces,  and  independent  States,  are  given  in  the 
following  Table,  together  with  the  Sovereigns  of  England 
and  Presidents  of  the  United  States  for  the  time  being.

MILITIA  OF  NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 

[The  Militia  of  New-Hampshire  is  composed  of  free,  able 
bodied,  white  male  citizens,  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45 
years,  and  all  such  are  liable  to  do  military  duty  except  the 
following,  viz  :  the  Vice  President  of  the  U.  S.  judiciary  and 
executive  officers  of  the  V.  S.  members  and  officers  of  Con- 
gress, custom  house  officers,  and  clerks,  post  masters,  and  mail 
carriers,  ferrymen  on  post  roads,  inspectors  of  exports,  pilots 
and  mariners  in  actual  service,  executive  counsellors,  judges  of 
courts  and  their  clerks,  members  and  officers  of  the  legislature 
while  in  session,  registers  of  deeds,  attorney  general,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  officers  and  students  of  colleges,  preceptors  of  a- 
cadamies,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  military  officers  who  have 
held  commissions  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  have  been  reg- 
ularly discharged,  or  who  have  been  superseded  and  discharged, 
officers  and  guards  at  the  State  Prison,  Shakers  and  Quakers, 
on  their  producing  to  the  commanding  officers,  certificates  of 
their  regular  membership,  persons  between  the  ages  of  40  and 
45  years,  exhibiting  their  arms,  &c.  for  inspection  annually  in 
May,  and  fire  engine  men  who  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  law.  The  annual  company  inspection  is  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May^  Each  Captain  parades  his  company  once  in  each  year 
in  addition  to  the  annual  inspection  in  May.  Each  regiment 
parades  once  a  year  for  inspection  and  review,  between  the  1st 
of  September,  and  the  15th  October.  The  Major  General  re- 
views at  least  three  regiments,  and  the  brigadier  generals  the 
remaining  regiments  of  each  division.]

valuable  specimens,  and  a  small  but  increasing  Library  of  Me^  Md 
ical  books,  and  several  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  St' 
dents. 

The  annual  course  of  Medical  Lectures  commences  two  weel 
after  Commencement,  and  continues  14  weeks. — -Four  Le 
tares  are  delivered  daily,  upon  the  different  branches.

III.       EPISCOPAL    CHURCHES. 

St.  John's  church,  at  Portsmouth,  is  the  oldest  Episcopal 
church  in  New-Hampshire.  The  building  was  consecrated 
in  17349  and  the  first  incumbent,  Rev.  Arthur  Browne,  be- 
came the  minister  in  1736.

BAPTIST    CHURCHES. 


The  Regular  or  Calvinistick  Baptists  became  established 
in  New-Hampshire  in  1755,  since  which  time,  the  Free- 
Will  Baptists  and  Christ-ians  have  arisen,  and  form  a  large 
proportion  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  this  State. — 
These  will  be  arranged  separately. 

1.     Calvinistick  Baptists. 

The  Calvinistick  Baptists  compose  6  associations,  be- 
sides 11  churches  which  belong  to  associations  in  other 
states,  or  which  remain  unassociated.  The  associations  are 
the  Dublin,  containing  15  churches  ;  the  Meredith,  15 
chnrches;  the  Salisbury,  14  churches  ;  the  iMilford,  11 
churches,  the  Portsmouth,  9  churches  ,  and  the  Newport,  9 
churches,  containing  in  the  whole  5394  communicants, 
besides  227  in  the  11  churches  not  associated,  or  associated 
with  churches  in  Vermont  and  Maine.  The  number  of 
Baptist  Churches  in  America  is  4384,  having  2914  minis- 
ters and  304,827  members.

JUDICIARY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  is  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  such  inferior  Courts  as  Congress,  from 
time  to  time,  may  establish.  The  present  Judicial  estab- 
lishment of  the  IJnited  States,  consists  of  a  Supreme  Court, 
of  twenty-eight  District  Courts,  and  seven  Circuit  Courts, 
which  are  thus  orgrnized  :  the  Supreme  Court  is  composed 
of  one  Chef  Justice  and  six  Associate  Justices,  who  hold  a 
Court  in  the  City  of  Washington  annually  ;  besides  which, 
*each  of  these  Justices  attends  in  a  ceitain  Court,  compris- 
ing two  or  more  districts,  appropriated  to  each,  and,  togeth- 
er with  the  Judge  of  the  District,  compose  a  circuit  Court, 
which  is  holden  in  each  District  of  the  Circuit.  The  Dis- 
trict Courts  are  held, respectively,  by  the  Judge  alone.  Ap- 
peals are  allowed  from  the  D  strict  to  the  Circuit  Courts, 
and  from  the  Circuit  to  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  in  some 
cases,  where  the  inconvenience  of  attending  a  Court  by  a 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  very  great,  the  District 
Courts  are  invested  with  Circuit  Court  powers.

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GOVERNMENT  OF  NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

New-Hampshire  was  settled  in  1623,  by  Edward  and  Will* 
iam  Hiltoa  from  London,  and  David  Thompson  from  Scot- 
land. During  the  first  18  years  after  the  settlement,  the 
people  in  the  several  plantations  were  governed  by  Agents 
Appointed  by  the  Proprietors,or  Governors  chosen  by  them- 
selves. After  the  union  with  Massachusetts,  the  govern- 
ment was  Colonial  until  1680,  when  New-Hampshire  be- 
came a  Province  of  England,  and  so  continued,  excepting 
an  interregnum  in  1689,  1690,  1691  and  1692,  until  the 
British  government  was  dissolved  by  the  Revolution  in 
1775. 

The  several  Chief  Magistrates  of  New-Hampshire  and  Mas- 
sachusetts while  united  and  while  separate,  while  a  Colo- 
Sly,  distinct  Provinces,  and  Independent  States,  are  given 
an  the  following  Table,  together  with  the  Sovereigns  of 
England  and  Presidents  of  the  United  States  for  the  time 
being.

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  is  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  such  inferior  Courts  as  Congress,  from 
time  to  time,  mav  establish.  The  present  Judicial  estab- 
lishment of  the  United  States,  consists  of  a  Supremo  Court, 
of  twenty-e-ight.  District  Courts,  and  seven  Circuit  Cnuits, 
which  are  thus  organized;  the  Supreme  Court  is  composed 
of  one  Chief  Justice  and  six  associate  Justices,  who  hold  a 
Court  in  the  City  of  Washington  annually:  besides  which, 
e.vclfof  these  Justices  attend  a  certain  Coirt,  compris- 
ing two  or  more  districts,  appropriated  to  each, and,  togeth- 
er with  the  judge  of  the  District,  compose  a  circut  Court, 
which  is  ho  den  in  each  District  oT  the  Circuit.  The  Dis- 
trictCourts  are  held,  respectively,  by  the  judge  alone.  Ap- 
peals are  allowed  from  the  Pistiict   to  tbe  Circuit  Courts, 
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and  from  the  Circuit  to  the  Supreme  Court;  and  in  some 
cases,  when  the  inconvenience  of  attending  a  court  by  a 
justice  of  the  Supreme'  Courtis  very  great,  the  District 
Courts  are  invested  with  Circuit  Court  powers.

During  the  first  18  years 
after  the  settlement,  the  people  in  the  several  plantations 
were  governed  by  Agents  appointed  by  the  Proprietors, 
or  by  Governors  chosen  by  themselves.  In  1641,  they 
became  united  to  Massachusetts,  and  so  continued  until 
1680,  when  New-Hampshire  became  a  royal  Province; 
and,  excepting  an  interregnum  from  1689  to  1692,  con- 
tinued a  provincial  government  until  the  Revolution. — - 
Massachusetts  was  made  a  Province  in  1692,  and  the 
same  governor  was  over  that  and  New-Hampshire  until 
1742,  when  a  separate  Governor  of  New-Hampshire 
was  appointed,  and  all  connexion  with  Massachusetts 
ceased.]

DESCRIPTION  OF  NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

New-Hampshire  is  situated  between  42  deg.  40  min.  and 
45  deg.  16  min.  north  latitude,  and  between  4  deg.  30  min. 
and  6  deg.  15  min.  east  longitude  from  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton. Its  length  is  168  miles,  and  its  greatest  breadth  is  90 
miles,  and  its  whole  area  is  9491  square  miles.  It  is  bounded 
N.  by  Lower  Canada,  E.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  S.  by  Massa- 
chusetts, and  W.  by  the  western  bank  of  Connecticut  river, 
on  which  lies  the  State  of  .Vermont. 

New-Hampshire  has  been  called  the  Granite  State,  from 
the  quantities  of  that  rock  quarried  within  it;  and  the  Swit- 
zerland of  America,  on  account  of  its  wild  and  picturesque: 
mountain  scenery,  its  lakes,  cascades,  &c.  The  largest  collec- 
tion of  water  within  the  state  is  Lake  Winnepiseogee,  [Pro- 
nounced Win-ne.pe-sok'-e]  which  is  one  of  the  most  varied 
and  beautiful  in  the  United  States,  and  has  for  several  years, 
been  a  favorite  resort  of  travellers.  A  new  steam  boat  called 
the  Belknap,  made  her  first  excurskm  across  this  lake  on 
the  4  July,  3833.  New  lines  of  Stages  have  been  established 
at  each  extremity  of  the  lake,  and  an  active  communication 
between  the  lower  and  upper  part  of  New-Hampshire  and  a 
portion  of  Vermont,  is  anticipated  as  the  result. 

Besides  this,  are  Connecticut,  Ossipee,  Umbagog,  Squam, 
Sunapee  and  Massabesick  lakes,  which  afford  fish  and  fowl. 
Their  borders  are  commonly  distinguished  for  their  varied  ex- 
cellence, and  their  surface  is  not  covered  by  bulrushes  and  oth- 
er aquatic  vegetables  which  so  frequently  deform  the  small  lakes 
of  other  countries  in  low  latitudes.  Hardly  any  thing  can  be 
more  delightful  to  the  eye  of  the  traveller  than  these  fine  pieces 
of  watdr.  The  streams  of  New-Hampshire  are  sufficiently 
large  and  numerous  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes. 
Five  of  the  principal  rivers  in  New -England  have  their  sources 
within  its  borders.  The  air  is  pure  and  salubrious,  and  the 
climate,  though  severe,  very  healthy.  The  soil  is  generally 
fertile,  and  mostly  capable  of  cultivation.  Some  of  the  best 
lands  are  those  bordering  the  rivers,  which  are  enriched  by  the 
annual  floods.  The  hills  afford  excellent  pasturage.  By  far 
the  greatest  part  of  the  inhabitants  is  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits. 

The  mountains  of  New-Hampshire  deserve  attention*  The 
White  Mountains,  which  are  the  most  celebrated,  are  situated 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  county  of  Coos.    These  have  among 
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them  some  of  the  highest  peaks  in  the  United  States.  Mount 
Washington  towers  above  all  the  rest,  having  an  altitude  of 
6,634  feet.  An  avenue  has  lately  been  cleared  to  its  summit, 
which  will  render  the  access  comparatively  easy.  Moosehillock, 
in  the  east  part  of  Coventry,  has  an  elevation  of  4,500  feet, 
and  the  Grand  Monadnock  in  Jaffrey  and  Dublin,  3,253  feet. 

The  state  abounds  with  fine  grained  granite,  of  which  large 
quantities  are  transported  to  Boston,  New-York,  and  some  to 
the  southern  states.  Iron  and  copper  ore  of  excellent  quality, 
are  found  at  Franconia  ;  and  very  good  plumbago,  or  black 
lead  at  Bristol.  Our  limits  do  not  permit  us  to  speak-  of  the 
internal  improvements,  and  of  the  manufacturing  establishments 
at  Dover,  Great  Falls,  Lamprey  River,  Meredith,  Nashua  and 
other  places. 

New-Hampshire  is  divided  into  8  counties  and  223  towns, 
and  these  with  the  population,  according  to  the  census  of  1830, 
are  comprehended  in  the  following  tables .

Hilton,  brothers,  from  London,  and  David  Thompson,  from  Scot- 
land. During  the. first  18  years  after  the  settlement,  the  people  in 
the  several  plantations  were  governed  by  Agents  appointed  by  the 
Proprietors,  or  by  Governors  chosen  by  themselves.  In  1641,  they 
became  united  to  Massachusetts,  and  so  continued  until  1680, when 
New-Hampshire  became  a  royal  Province  •,  and,  excepting  an  in- 
terregnum from  1689  to  1692,  continued  a  provincial  govern- 
ment until  the  Revolution.  Massachusetts  was  made  a  Province 
in  1692,  and  the  same  governor  was  over  that  and  New-Hamp- 
shire, from  1699,  until  1741,  when  a  separate  governor  of  New- 
Hampshire  was  appointed,  and  all  connexion  with  Massachusetts 
ceased.]

The  number  of  Lawyers  in  New-Hampshire  in  1767  ac- 
cording to  Mein  &  Fleeming's  Register  of  New-England  for 
1768,  was  only  eight,  or  one  to  every  6600  inhabitants.  Wm. 
Parker,  who  died  5  June,  1813,  at  the  age  of  82,  was  the  last 
living  of  the  eight.  Six  years  afterwards  the  number  had 
more  than  doubled.  In  1787,  there  were  29  practising  attor- 
neys in  New-Hampshire,   or  one   to  every  4600  inhabitants.—- 
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Of  these  only  two  are  living,  the  Hon.  Jeremiah  Smith, 
LL.  D.  of  Exeter,  and  the  Hon.  William  Pldmer, of  Ep- 
ping.  In  1800,  the  number  of  Lawyers  practising  at  the  Su- 
perior and  Inferior  Courts,  was  GO,  or  one  to  every  2300  in- 
habitants. More  than  half  of  this  number  have  since  died. 
In  1810,  the  number  was  123,  or  one  to  every  1800  inhabi- 
tants.  More  than  half  this  number  have  since  died  or  left  the 
practice.  Thirty-seven  of  this  number  have  died  and  eight 
are  now  out  of  the  state.  In  1820,  the  nnmber  was  198,  or 
one  to  every  1200  inhabitants.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  thirty-two  have  died,  nineteen  others  have  left  the  state, 
and  thirty  have  retired  from  practice.  In  1830  the  number  was  ^ 
232,  (not  including  13  who  had  retired  from  practice)  or  one 
to  every  1100  inhabitants.  The  present  number  in  practice 
may  be  estimated  at  about  207.  The  whole  number  of  law- 
yers who  have  been  settled  in  practice  in  this  state  is  476.  Of 
this  number,  183  were  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College,  104 
at  Harvard,  13  at  Bowdoin,  6  at  Middlebury,  6  at  Williams, 
3  at  Brown,  and  one  at  each  of  the  Union,  New-Jersey,  Ver- 
mont, and  the  Roman  Catholic  College.  One  hundred  and 
forty-eight  did  not  graduate,  although  a  number  of  them  were 
members  of  College  before  commencing  their  legal  studies.

Literary  Fund.  The  act  to  establish  the  Literary  Fund 
passed  the  Legislature,  29  June,  1831.  It  declares  that  it 
"shall  be  for  the  sole  use  and  purpose  of  endowing  or  sup- 
porting a  college"  for  instruction  in  the  higher  branches  of 
science  and  literature,  and  that  it  "shall  not  be  disposed  of,  or 
applied  to  any  other  use  or  purpose  whatever."  The  fund 
arises  from  a  tax  on  the  several  banking  corporations  of  one 
half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  which  shall  at  the  time  con- 
stitute the  actual  stock  of  the  said  banks.  The  fund  having  in- 
creased to  $55,000,  an  act  was  passed  31  December,  1828, 
directing  the  Treasurer  of  the  state  to  pay  over  to  the  several 
towns,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  common  free  schools, 
or  to  other  purposes  of  education  their  equal  share  or  propor- 
tion of  the  whole  of  said  fund,  and  that  he  distribute  the  whole 
amount  of  sums  which  maybe  hereafter  received  to  the  several 
towns,  annually  in  the  month  of  June.  The  amount  which  has 
been  distributed  is  as  follows:
